Judge opens 
door formall 
development 

Kramer reverses city decision

— HAIIJIY - Judge Douglas Kramer 
revereed a controversia] Twin Falls 
City Council zoning decision for the 

- second t!n»Ft(day. - 

In doing so. he ordered city omclals 
to grant a Utah shopping-mail devel- 
oper's request for a zoning change 
along Blue I^akes Boulevard North. 

I^^te last year, the Idaho Supreme 
Court reversed Kramer's earlier rul- 
ing in the E*rlce-Worknian 
ahopplng-mall case. Kramer had 
found that City Council had acted 
arbitrarily and capriciously in deny- 
ing the developers' requwt^fpr a— 
zoning change at the proposed mall 
site. 

But Kramer, who reconsidered the 
case Friday in Hailey. stood by that 
rieasonlng. 

|"1 reluse lobe a rubber stamp" for 
. aiiinipropercltydeclsl()n.hesald. 
.-4.Tli&juUng means ibal the deyel-_ 
opers — Price Development Corp. of 
S^t Lake City and the Workman 
Family Partnership of Twin Falls - 
will be authorized to begin construc- 
tion at the 3&-acre site, located oft 
Blue Lakes Boulevard North. 

Rob Paine, a lawyer representing 
the developers, said FVlday that Con- 
strucUon could begin next year. But 
the;tlming depends to a great degree 
on (he city, which has the option of 
launching another appeal, thereby 
delaying the project further, 

"We have to see what the city Is 
_golng lodo/Talne said, 

"City altofiiey" Susan Swanberg-ln- ■ 
dicated that city offlciaJs probably 
will appeal Kramer's Fifth District 
Court decision, marking the second 
appeal In the two-year history ol the 
case. 

"I' expected this result." she said, 
■it would be my recommendation 
that the' decision be appealed, and It ' 
would be my expectation, based on 
-coversatlonsTvlthcltyofflcIalsrthant— 
win be appealed." 

One key decision Involves seeking a 
Supreme Court order that would ban 
the developers from beginning con- 
struction until the high court rules. 
"City ofnclals-fiuccessrully-obtalned - 
su^ an orderduring the last appeal, 

At the center of this dispute Is the ■ 
zoning of a seven-and-a-half-acre 
parcel, which now Is zoned for resi- 
dential use. The rest of the 38-acre site 
Is zoned for commcrelal use. 

Council members denied the devel- 
opers' request to rezone the smaller 
parcel for commercial development, 
after Green Acres subdivision resi- 
dents, who live adjacent to the pro* 
p«ied project, protested the proposal. 



On appeal, the Idaho high court 
agreed with Swanberg's argument 
that Kramer should have sent the 
case back to the city because it had 
prepared Inadequate findings ol fact 
and conclusions ol law In thg case. 
Such findings are required of cIq' and - 
county zoning decisions under a 
landmark 1980 Idaho zoning case. 

The court ordered those findings to 
be made and then presented to 
Kramer for another bearing. 

The city's position, as spelled out by 
the findings, included the following 
arguments: 

• The developers did not prefient 
City Council members with sufficient 
evidence "to enable council to con- 
clude that there would be ilttle or no 
deterlmental impact, economic or 
otherwise, upon , existing 
neighborhoods." 

• F.videncc presented at public 
hearings was insufficient concerning 
the project's effect on traffic patterns 
Jii-thejirea,aDd-on-thejKarby_Col|ege_ 
of Southern Idaho, 

• The project was incompatible 
with the city's comprehensive land- 
use plan. 

Paine argued Friday that city of- 
ficials lacked evidence Iram the 
hearings to reach those findings, In- 
stead, the findings were devised to 
camouflage an arbrttrary decision, he 
said. 

"I'd merely say that the com- 
prehensive plan Is more supportive of 
our position than, it is the city's." 
Paine said. "There Is no more com- 
merelal area than Blue ukeg 
Boulevard North." 

Pfllne's co-counsel," Tom Nelson, 
added that the body of evidence In thf 
.case "Is no better.now than it was two 
"years ago." 

But Swanberg contended that the 
developers had the burden of proof in 
showing that the project did-not vio- 
late the comprehensive plan, or cause 
other problem s. No such showing was 
InaSe. sh'esaTd. 

She also contended that Kramer's 
authority to Intervene was llmlled 
only to a reviewof procedure. , 

'it's not the court's role to decide 
questions of fact and to substitute lis 
Judgment for that of the city." she 
said. 

Kramer's decision virtually re- 
jected all of her arguments, however. 

"1 can find nothing In the record 
that Justifies these findings, and I do 
not think the city's findings of fact and 
conclusions of law have helped this 
case in any manner." Kramersald. "I 
think It's perfecUy clear that City 
Council has knuckled under.to a few 
people In this neighborhood (Green 
Acres)."

According to the officials, one possible 
change is to seek the entire elimination of th« 
language. Another being considered would b^ 
to add language making It clear the prohibi- 
tion does not preclude the use of funds for 
"dialogue and ministry" with homosexuals^ 
persons or groups.

M,\RK STKIN. France (UPl) -

Cup for total points in slalom and 
downhill. 

I.ast year. Mahre won the overall 
World Gup and'WOS firet-in-the slalom, 
giant slalom and combined, carrying 
off all the titles except the downhill 
which went to Steve PodborskI of 
Canada. 

Mahre. despite not having won a 
rac(» this season, has taken three of 
the five combincds for a total of 75 
points in the discipline. He refused to 
enter the supcrglant slaloms, being 
the most vocal opponent of the 
newly-invented hybrid event. 

"It was importanlTOrme to win the 
combined." said Mahre. who took 12th' 



place In the Kltzbuehel downhill. "I 
didn't ski well in the first heat, but 1 
like It when the course is flat, and In 
the second heat 1 proved I could do 
It."

He dropped to second on the season's 
slalom list with 60 points.

SAN DIEGO (UPI) - Deaths from 
stroke have been declining steadily in 
the United Stales since 1900 because 
ot better control of high blood pre- 
wure. a neurologist from the Mayo 
Cllotcsaid. 

"A number of stixlies now (it 
-together to make the point that con— 
trol of hl^i blood pressure Is the most 
Important conslderaton in stroke." 
Dr. Jack P. Whisnant told the Ameri- 
can Heart Asaodatkni's -Eight In- 
temallonal Joint Conference on 
Stroke— and - Cerdiral. Clrctdatton 
Tliunday night at the Sheraton 
Harbor Island Hotel In San Diego. 

Improved treatment, detection and 
public awamess of high blood pre- 
ssure has led to a steady decrease in 
the number of strokes since 1900. and 
-a otec^Kr-droiLln the last decade. 
Whisnant said. 

Whisnant said be studied Ibe rale of 
seven "risk factors" that Iradittonaliy 
have been associated with stroke. In 
oddltloa to high blood pressure, so- 
called "little strokes'* and some car- 
diac disorders also play a role In 
stroke, but that rote Is still unclear. 

Whisnant also studied four other 
risk (actors — high levels of blood 
cbotestenl. cigarette smoking, 
-dlabetesraod a nedt artery disease 
called carotid stenosis — but they 
were overshadotrad hy high blood 
pressure. 

Thirty-four million adult Americans 
have high blood pressure, according 
to the American Heart Association. 

Whisnanl's study showed the de- 
cline In stroke has Ijeen most dramat- 



ic in the last decade. In 1%8. the 
age-adjusted stroke death rate per 
100.000 persons was 71.4. Ten years 
later, the rate fell to 45.3 per lOO.ooo. 

Even though these numbers are a 
good sign. Whisnant said there Is still 
a lot of work to be done. The heart 
Bssoclallon- estimates some -500,000 
Americans will suffer strokes this' 
year and 170.400 of them will die. 
"We still havea lot of miles to cover 



in the prevention, recognitton. 
treatment and control of hi0i blood 
pressure." Dr. Whisnant said.

After being released from a local 
hospital Friday. Mrs. Bodenman said ' 
she. the child and lis father were all 
resting comfortably. 

"It was really very rapid." she said. 
- "ItTeally took me by surprise. 1 had 
atiout 15 minutes of warning." 

Mrs^ Bodennian.sald a^.had-al-. 
tended child-bearing classes far the 
birth of her first child but was not 



prepued for a home delivery.

because 1 was awake." she said, 'i 
was mainly concerned about after he 
was bom and what the RMS man hod 
to say.

Drug helps lower heartbeats 



C/\RMEL. Calif. (UPI) - The ex- 
perimental drug f&molol can lower 
_rapld_ heartbeats dramatically 
" without the dangerous-slde-effects- 
' common to other beta blockers, re- 
— searchcTBreportedFrlday. " 

Rsmolol. researchers said, has a 
half-life of only lO to 15 minutes and 
stops working shortly alter It is dis- 
continued, making It useful in treating 
- patients whose heartbeats become 
dangerously rapid following a heart 
attack or surgery. 

Other beta blockers — chemicals 
which decrease the pumping power ot 
the heart — last for two to seven hours 
and can cause congestive heart fail- 
ure as a side effect of their use. 

Beta blockers, the most common 
being pn^ranolol, an used to treat 
angina peotorls^JiIgb blood pressure 
and rapid heartbeat. They get their 



name by blocking chemicals such as 
adrenaline which bind to the beta 
receptors of the heart, telling it to 
-speed up and pump faster: 

Once the receptors are blocked by 
the drug, the heattbeat'slows. blood 
pressure drops and the heart muscle 
contracts less forcefully. 

However, beta blockers also de- 
crease the pumping power of the 
heart and can cause the bronchial 
muscle to contract, bringing on 
a-sthma attacks — a particularly 
serious side effect for patients who 
already have lung disease. 

University of Califomla-San Fran- 
cisco researchers were the first to 
present findings on esmolol. which 
Ihcy said was given intravenously to 
15 patients who had heart rates of 
inor'> than 120 beats per minute. 

The drug quickly lowered the pa- 



tients' heart rates by 20 percent or 
more. Dr. Ruey J. Sung told the 
annual meeting of the Western Socl- 

-ely-torClinlcal 'Invest igationrSung.— 
director _ of _the Cardiac 

' Electrophyslology liaborofory at 
Motfitt'Ixjng Hospital in Northern 
California said when the drug was 
stopped. Its effects disappeared 
within 20 to 30 minutes, 

With other beta blockers it lakes 
hours for all traces of the drug to 
disappear from a patient's system. 
Sungsnid. 

"So it a patient developed heart 
failure or an asthma attack as a side 
effect of the beta blocker. It would 
take several hours to resolve the 
problem." Sung said. "Or you would 
have to give another drug to counter- 
act the side effecL"
